REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest art of record is Mackey 2736040 wherein a filter basket 31 is 
between an inlet and outlet 19 and a valve or stopper 35 is present with a 
valve seat 16. The movable stopper valve 35 can be manually moved 
between two positions - closed and open. However, with the filter member 
removed from the body the stopper valve, being connected to the filter 
member, can not engage the seat to inhibit flow as recited in the claim.
